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Page 3 Line 9: Change "convex" to "concave" 

Page 4 Line 29: Change "convex" to "concave" 

Page 6 Lines 1 and 16: Change "convex" to "concave" 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The best prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to teach or fairly 
suggest the use of a pre-charge or pre-charges on the front concave surface of a liner in 
an ammunition unit that are initiated upon or shortly prior to the triggering of the main 
charge to obtain a pre-deformation of the liner for material or fragment discharge.
